A number of interesting and intelli-
gent comments upon the pension prob-
lem have been made recently by Sen-
ator Gallinger, of New Hampshire, the

number of postal cards lssued during

NOTHER auttempt Is to be made alb
this session of congress to adopt
the metrie system for the Unlted
Btates. At the last session Repre-
sentiutlve Hurley, of New York,

tives u DL with this purpose In view,
but it falled to receive favarable con-
slderation. In Germany, Ttaly. Spain,
France, Austrin, Hungary, Portugal, Bel-
glum, Switzerlnnd, Norway and Sweden,
Servia, Pera and Venezueln the metrio
svstem §4 by law obligatory: in Great
Hritain and Irveland, In Turkey and the
United States it s permissive, while Den-
mark, Japan, and Russin are non=metric
The latest advices recelved by the Coast
Burvey Indicate that Great Britaln s in
a falr way to adopt the system, for It
his been found that In some of the coun-
tries where the metric system is compul-
sory England haws lost many contracts
for the reason that the transterence of
figures from one system to another has
frequently resulted In Inacouracy,

The history of the attempis to secure
uniformity of welghts and measures in
this country i= Interesting. Washington
spolte In his first message to congress of
the great necessity for unlformity in the
curregey and welghts and measures, and
the matier was referred to Jefferson,
then swecretary of stnte, who submitted
U report to congress on the subject. While
this report was under consideration the
Natlonal Assembly of France took steps
in reference to adopting the metric sys-
tem, and this fact indueed the committee
Lo postpoane any wlteration in the meas-
ures then In use, Washington renewed
his recommendation to the scoond con-
gress. and a committee reported In favar
of one of Jefferson's plans. Notulng re-
sulued, and the matter was not taken up
agaln untll after the war of 1512 when,
In complinnes with an  urgent recoms-
mendation from President Madison, n bill
was Introduesd. But, us before, no legls-
lation resulted, and =0 the measures law-
ful in Great Britaln durlng our coloniul
period gtill remalned In customuary use in
this vountry.

Although congress las not besn cager
to make one mystem compulsory It has
shown It2elf not unwilling (o encourage
uniformity. for In June, 1860, an act was
passEed which provided that coples of all
the standards of welghts and measures
should be prepared at Washington snd o
full set delliverad to the governor of each
state In the 'nlon. Up to that time,
brass yards and ells Turnished by the
county and =tate governments, and of
very doubtful acvuracy. oFf no aocuracy
ut wll, were fagtensd 10 the sieps of the
court houses In state and county seuats,
and Dby theé=e the merchunis in towns
tested the corrveciness of thelf length
mMensures Though standard measures
were made ot the Geodetic Survey and

The criminal record of Lackawuannn

county for 1847 is something astounding
when taken In comparison with that of
sume orderly counties. The records of
the district attorney xhow thut more than
two thousund cuses were disposed of dur-
tng the year. Of this number the grand
jury ignored L4, and veturned true biile
agalnst 709, Assuming that In esch of
the Ignored cased a erime had been com.
mitted, although In lis degree It was
beneath the notice of the Unty court,
we¢ have the astonishing revelation that
about one person In every hundred In
this county I8 o eriminal. The awlul-
ness of this record Is intensified by the
fact that there have been #ix trials for
murder during the vear. Undoubtedly, In
comparison with Lugerne county Lacka-
